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Virgil  & Daisy  Jackson 

as  they  appeared  in  the  1971  issue  of  NOW  News

“Coin  Shows,  Collecting  and 
Exhibiting”  seem  to  be  synonymous  to 
numismatists.  While  reflecting  on  the 
“good  ol  days”  of  coin  collecting,  we 
recall  the  numerous  exhibits  that 
highlighted  coin  shows  throughout 
Wisconsin  and  two  outstanding  exhibitors 
automatically  come  to  mind  --  Virgil  and 
Daisy  Jackson  of  Beaver  Dam.  They  have 
probably  exhibited  more  and  received 
more  awards  and  trophies  than  anyone  I 
can  recall.  Several  of  their  outstanding 
exhibits  have  been  donated  to 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  and  will  be 
displayed  at  the  fall  NOW  convention  in 
Wausau  and  sold  in  a Silent  Auction. 

It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  to 
relate  the  story  of  this  unique  “team" 
from  a 1971  issue  of  NOW  News  written 
by  Gene  Johnson.  The  1971  issue  of  NOW 
News  also  touted  the  1st  Wausau  Coin 
Club's  state  show. 


Virgil  Jackson  was  born  and  raised  in 
Beaver  Dam,  Wisconsin  and  graduated 
from  Beaver  Dam  High  School  in  1924. 
Enrolled  in  Marquette  University  for  2 
years,  he  then  entered  the  U.S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  at  Fort  Lewis, 
Washington  where  he  served  as  a photo 
topographer  during  the  second  aerial 
survey  of  the  United  States.  After  his 
tour  of  service,  Virgil  returned  to 
Beaver  Dam  to  work  for  Jackson  Auto 
Supply,  a firm  operated  by  his  father. 
After  9 years  at  Jackson  Auto,  he  entered 
the  postal  service,  first  as  a relief  man; 
then  as  a letter  carrier.  Daisy  and  Virgil 
were  classmates  in  high  school  for  4 
years,  but  it  wasn’t  until  the  10th  class 
reunion  that  their  courtship  began. 

The  arrival  of  World  War  II  found  the 
newly-married  couple  just  settling  into 
a new  home  in  Beaver  Dam.  On  August 
22,  1942  Virgil  again  returned  to  the 
service  of  the  nation.  This  draftee's  tour 
of  duty  covered  a total  of  38  months  of 
which  20  months  were  served  with  the 
famous  Flying  Tigers  (14th  Air  Force) 
in  China. 

It  was  during  this  service  in  China  that 
Virgil  became  interested  in  numismatics. 
China  was  in  the  turmoil  of  internal  war 
and  inflation  was  rampant.  Monetary 
issues  changed  as  frequently  as  once  a 
week  to  combat  counterfeiting.  This  led 
to  many  varied  and  attractive  issues  and 
Virgil,  the  soldier,  gathered  and  picked 
up  an  issue  of  each  as  souvenirs.  As  this 
"in  hand”  collection  grew,  so  did  his 
numismatic  interest.  Soon  he  was 
visiting  the  “thieves'  market"  in  search 
of  not  only  paper  money,  but  coins  as 
well.  Silver  shops  were  also  collector 
points  for  Chinese  and  French  coins,  as 
well  as  the  $10  Chinese  National  paper

notes  that  made  up  the  initial  collection. 
Of  the  many  China  Burma  recollections, 
one  instance  must  be  retold.  Virgil's 
truck  convoy  was  broken  down  and  only 
an  ambulance  and  one  6x6  truck  filled 
with  barrels  of  gasoline  remained  behind. 
The  hills  were  filled  with  bandits  and  the 
nearby  town  as  well.  The  apprehensive 
G.I.s  withdrew  as  far  as  possible  from  the 
trucks  to  avoid  a fire  fight.  In  this 
process  Virgil  sat  down  to  watch  a 
“friendly"  Ma  Jong  game  among  the 
members  of  the  bandit  force.  As  the  game 
progressed,  one  of  the  players  threw  into 
the  game  a Chinese  National  $10  bill  that 
Virgil  didn’t  have  in  his  collection.  With 
some  misgivings,  Virgil  reached  into  the 
pot  and  replaced  the  bill  in  the  game  with 
a different  “C.N.”  note.  There  was  a 
tense  moment,  then  the  bandit  leader 
OK’d  the  transaction  and  the  game 
resumed.  These  Chinese  National  Notes 
had  only  a minimal  value  as  inflation  in 
China  was  far  more  severe  than  even  our 
present  national  state. 

When  the  war  ended,  Virgil  returned  to 
the  postal  service  and  through  this 
employment  made  contact  with  local 
numismatists.  On  the  rural  mail  route 
served  by  Virgil  lived  the  veteran 
collector,  Ed  Kellom.  Ed  always  kidded 
Virgil  that  his  copies  of  Numismatic 
News  had  been  read  before  he  got  them. 

In  1958  these  two  men  were  among  the 
founders  of  one  of  the  most  active  coin 
clubs  in  Wisconsin,  the  Beaver  Dam  Coin 
Club. 


Exhibiting  became  as 
important  as  collecting... 


Virgil  began  to  build  U.S.  coin  sets  and  in 
about  2 years  Daisy  joined  him  in  the 
hobby.  Oddly  enough,  it  was  Daisy  who 
made  the  initial  exhibits  and  won  the 
first  exhibit  awards.  A visit  to  the 
Central  States  show  in  Kansas  City  gave 
Daisy  the  urge  to  create  exhibits  and 
Virgil  later  became  interested  after 
viewing  displays  in  Hutchinson,  Kansas. 
The  first  trophy  was  won  by  Virgil  at  the 
Madison,  Wisconsin  Show  in  1960  (1st 
Place)  and  the  first  Best  of  Show  by 
Daisy  in  1964  at  Beaver  Dam.  The 
Wisconsin  competition  was  tough  at  this 
time  with  the  late  Ray  Lietz  and  past  NOW 
President,  Bob  Brannigan,  providing  the 
most  challenge.  The  big  exhibits  of  the 
1969-70  era  were  born  in  1965  on  a 
trip  to  Texas.  Daisy  had  an  exhibit  and 
Virgil  a few  pieces  of  error  paper  money. 
These  few  pieces  of  error  paper  soon 
grew  into  a main  interest  for  Virgil. 
Shortly  after,  at  the  Corpus  Christi 
Show,  Daisy  entered  her  fine  award- 
winning Canadian  exhibit  and  Virgil 
bought  up  a couple  16x20”  picture 
frames  and  burlap  to  begin  assembling 
his  error  paper  money.  Daisy  won  Best 
of  Show  and  though  Virgil  didn’t  place,  he 
was  now  on  the  fast  road  to  exhibit 
excellence.  And  so,  exhibiting  became 
just  as  important  as  collecting  to  “The 
Team". 

Virgil  and  Daisy  held  memberships  in 
numerous  coin  clubs  and  numismatic 
societies.  Some  were  out-of-state  areas 
in  where  they  displayed.  These  included 
Liberty  Coin  Club,  Corpus  Christi, 

Texas;  Nebraska  Numismatic  Assoc.,  Iowa 
Numismatic  Association,  Texas 
Numismatic  Association  as  well  as  ANA, 
Madison  and  Beaver  Dam  Coin  Clubs,  Odd 
& Curious  Society,  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors,  Central  States  and,  of 


course,  Numismatists  of  Wisconsin, 
where  they  were  given  honorary  Life 
Memberships. 


Memorable  Awards 


Of  the  outstanding  and  memorable  awards 
won  by  the  team,  Virgil  recalled  this 
story: 


“Having  spent  the  winter  in  Texas  in 
1968,  we  were  on  our  way  home,  looking 
for  a place  to  exhibit  along  the  way. 

Daisy  held  membership  in  the  Iowa 
Numismatic  Association,  but  we  stopped 
in  Grand  Island,  Nebraska  and  set  up  our 
exhibits  for  the  Sunday  after  Easter.  Not 
being  a native  of  Nebraska,  I was  told  that 
I was  ineligible  for  the  Best  of  Show 
award,  but  was  allowed  to  compete  for  all 
other  awards.  After  church,  we  returned 
to  the  show  to  find  our  exhibits  covered 
with  huge  trophies.  Daisy  had  a 1st 
place,  I had  won  the  Best  of  Show  award, 
my  paper  money  a 1st  place,  and  the 
Jersey  Guernsey  display  won  the  “Harold 
Wilkenson  Memorial”  award  as  the  most 
educational  exhibit.  I had  been  told  in 
error  that  I had  to  live  in  Nebraska  to 
compete  for  Best  of  Show!" 


The  most  productive 
exhibit  produced  by  the 
Jackson  team  is  the  same 
Jersey  and  Guernsey 
display  that  will  be  sold  by 
silent  auction  at  this  year’s  NOW  show. 

It  has  won  14  different  Best  of  Show 
honors  and,  oddly  enough,  started  as  the 
purchase  of  a single  proof  set  in  1967. 


Shortly  afterward,  Virgil  purchased  a $1 
book  on  the  Channel  Islands,  became 


interested  and  began  to  study  the  history 
in  depth.  As  the  study  progressed  on  the 
little  Channel  Islands,  Virgil  developed  a 
type  set  of  coins,  frequently  sending 
directly  to  England,  Jersey,  and 
Guernsey.  The  first  unveiling  of  the 
productive  display  was  made  at  Fond  du 
Lac’s  1968  fall  show  and  the  first 
“rough"  display  had  no  success.  Hard 
work  and  polishing  made  the  Jersey 
Guernsey  ready  for  the  Houston,  Texas 
show  where  it  was  a big  hit.  It  then  won 
consistently  and  is  considered  by  Virgil 
to  be  his  top  effort.  A 1969  issue  of 
NOW  News  showed  the  Jackson  trophy 
case,  which  covers  a hallway  5’  by  6’, 
with  6 shelves  plus  2 walls  filled  with 
award  plaques.  During  the  period  of 
1960  to  1970,  the  team  amassed  a total 
of  1 13  trophies. 

Included  in  the  trophies  are  Honor 
Scrolls,  Educational  Awards,  Court  of 
Honor,  Lamp  of  Knowledge  Awards  and 
even  a “Funny  Money"  award  from 
Madison,  Wisconsin.  The  Jacksons  view 
their  many  awards  with  happy 
satisfaction  and  justifiable  pride. 

In  addition  to  display  expertise,  Virgil 
was  active  in  numismatics  at  the  state 
and  national  levels.  He  has  been  guest 
speaker  at  many  state  functions  and 
lectured  and  showed  slide  presentations 
in  Texas  as  well.  He  has  been  cited  for 
his  ANA  lecture  appearance  in  Beaumont, 
Texas.  Virgil  served  on  the  NOW  Board  of 
Governors  for  several  years. 

In  collecting,  the  Jackson  U.S.  Series 
have  long  ago  been  closed  and  vaulted  with 
foreign  series  (specialties)  now  the  most 
concern,  especially  the  "beginning  and 
end"  type  (III.:  Isle  of  Man).

Exhibitor  Success 


Exhibitor  success  is  90%  hard  work  and 
it  almost  calls  for  a “team”  to  create 
success.  Virgil  gives  Daisy  the  lion’s 
share  of  the  credit  for  his  success, 
especially  her  constructive  criticism, 
ideas  and  approaches  and  the  ever- 
present typewriter. 

In  1971  Virgil  was  awarded  the  well- 
deserved  “Exhibitor  of  the  Year”  award 
at  Baraboo...  an  honor  still  appropriate 
for  the  “Jackson  Team”  today.  The1996 
Wausau  show  will  mark  the  end  of  the 
Jackson  exhibit  trail. 


Other  Interests 


Daisy’s  interests  included 
dolls,  teddy  bears  and 
antiques.  A huge 
collection  of  her  dolls 
were  recently  sold  at  a 
public  auction  in  Brillion, 
Wisconsin.  Kurt  Krueger,  an  associate 
with  the  auction,  gave  insight  into  the 
Jackson’s  numerous  hobbies... 

“Daisy’s  interest  in  dolls,  stirred  by  her 
general  appreciation  of  antiques  and  by  a 
visit  to  Callander,  Ontario  in  the  fall  of 
1934  to  see  the  Dionne  Quintuplets. 

Daisy  bought  and  sold  dolls  for  many 
years  and  was  a regular  fixture  at  doll 
shows  in  Wisconsin.  She  was  curator  of 
the  Dodge  County  Historical  Society  for  3 
years  in  the  1950s,  which  paved  the  way 
for  her  passion  to  exhibit  her  collection. 


Kurt  continued  by  saying  “It’s  tough  to 
speak  of  Daisy  without  bringing  Virgil 
into  the  conversation.  Together  they 
formed  and  displayed  fine  collections  of 
coins,  dolls,  edged  weapons,  firearms, 
paper  money  and  more.  Their  numismatic 
exhibiting  in  Wisconsin  and  elsewhere 
throughout  the  1960s  and  70’s 
culminated  in  the  coveted  Numismatic 
Ambassador  Award  at  Waukesha  during 
the  NOW  Convention  in  1974  by  Krause 
Publications. 

“Together,  Daisy  and  Virgil  have 
witnessed  the  passing  of  182  years. 
They’ve  imparted  their  knowledge  and 
enthusiasm  freely  and  have  gained  a 
legion  of  friends  and  admirers  in  many 
different  fields.  For  those  of  us  who 
know  them,  it  has  been  an  honor  indeed!” 
Kurt’s  praise  couldn’t  be  a better  wrap- 
up  to  the  Jackson  saga.

It  sure  is  nice  to  see  the  NOW  convention 
is  returning  to  Wausau,  Wisconsin...  the 
home  of  the  highly  successful  1971 
show,  a full  25  years  ago! 

While  this  year’s  fall  show  is  not  of  the 
proportions  of  that  memorable  first  NOW 
visit  to  the  north  country  a quarter- 
century  ago,  there  are  several  nice  facets 
to  consider. 

The  first  is  that  the  state  will  be  in  full 
fall  foliage  color,  making  the  drive  for 
the  1-day  show  serve  a dual  purpose. 

Our  state  color  is  the  best  in  the  nation 
(we've  tried  others). 

A second  plus  is  that  the  convention  hotel 
is  just  a stone's  throw  from  impressive 
Rib  Mountain  State  Park,  which  can 
provide  a mind-expanding  panorama 
unavailable  anywhere  else  in  our  state  to 
those  who  choose  to  arrive  on  Saturday 
for  an  overnighter. 

The  third  point  is  that  late  fall  coin 
shows  are  not  the  norm.  Competing  with 
the  Green  Bay  Packers  and  local  sports 
events,  most  clubs  shy  away  from  fall 
shows  in  October,  depriving  the  dedicated 
collector  this  logical  extention  of  our 
collecting  interest. 


Medd  who  was  the  president  of  NOW  25 
years  ago.  He  flew  up  from  Tennessee  for 
a brief  visit  and  we  recalled  that  great 
Wausau  numismatic  gathering.  Ah,  how 
times  change.  The  enthusiasm  of  youth 
and  early  middle  age  is  no  longer  with  us. 
Virgil  Jackson,  who  won  the  Stratton 
award  at  the  show,  and  Daisy  Jackson  are 
unable  to  attend  shows  today.  Dick 
Yeoman  and  John  Pittman,  featured 
speakers;  exhibitor  Harold  Helm; 
dealer-friend  Harold  Prieve;  and  honored 
guest  Cale  Jarvis  are  no  longer  with  us. 

The  old-timers  who  ran  the  1971  show 
have  also  left  us.  Chairman  Ed  Rahn,  and 
members  Marve  Baseman  and  Ray 
Lindquist  of  the  Wausau  Club,  and  NOW 
board  members  Gordon  Gill,  Roy  Miller, 
Ralph  Parker,  Del  Bertshy,  Art  Zoellner 
and  Gale  Highsmith  are  gone.  Yet  even 
with  these  crushing  losses,  our  hobby 
perservers. 

Twenty-five  years  have  passed  and  the 
torch  has  been  pretty  much  passed  to 
another  generation  of  numismatists. 
Although  sites  and  circumstances  were 
different  then,  the  great  memories  of 
past  NOW  shows  remain  true.  In  a world 
changed  by  TV  and  high  tech  communi- 
cations, the  hobby  of  numismatics  has  a 
tenacious  nature  and  has  survived  these 
past  25  years. 

Though  I have  missed  the  last  3 NOW 
shows  due  to  being  out  of  the  state  at  show 
time,  I'm  looking  toward  to  seeing  a lot  of 
“old"  NOW  friends,  and  rubbing  elbows 
with  “new”  acguaintences  at  the  Wausau 
NOW  show  on  October  13th,  1996.

At  the  Denver,  Colorado  convention  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  an 
award  plaque  was  presented  to  Gerald  E. 
Johnson  of  Wisconsin  Rapids,  for  the  best 
Token  and  Medal  article  published  in  the 
United  States  in  1995. 

The  story,  published  in  the  September, 
1995  issue  of  COINS  Magazine  was 
entitled  “ Sanitary  Fair  Medal’s  Origin  a 
Mystery".  Based  on  extensive  research, 
the  article  recounts  the  Civil  War 
circumstances  surrounding  the  formation 
of  a national  Sanitary  Commission  in 
1863  for  the  purpose  of  upgrading  the 
medical  services  for  Union  soldiers 
wounded  in  combat. 

The  silver  medal  on  which  the  story  is 
based  was  issued  in  1865  to  Roderick 
Owen,  for  “Patriotic  Services”  that  have 
never  been  clearly  identified. 

In  the  article,  Johnson  describes  the 
medal  as  “a  milestone  marker  of  the 
search  for  understanding  of  human 
healing  processes.” 

The  Numismatic  Literary  Guild  was 
founded  in  1968  and  provides  a vehicle 
for  recognizing  numismatic  writers.

Old  Winchester  Wisconsi 

by  Gene  Johnson,  WNWA 

One  of  the  classic  rarities  among  the  100 
or  so  known  Wisconsin  lumber  company 
tokens  is  the  25C  token  from  the  Turtle 
Lake  Lumber  Company  of  Winchester, 

Vilas  County  (to  differentiate  from 
Winchester  in  Winnebago  County). 

While  Winchester  (Vilas  County)  is  not  a 
true  ghost  town  in  that  it  is  no  longer 
inhabited,  there  was  little  left  of  this 
booming  Turtle  Lake  Lumber  Company 
town  when  we  visited  in  the  1970s. 

Back  in  1907,  Winchester  was  a “pure” 
company  town  - that  is,  the  land, 
buildings,  utilities  and  commerce,  were 
all  owned  outright  by  the  Turtle  Lake 
Lumber  Company. 

The  company,  like  most  that  operated  in 
Wisconsin  around  the  turn  of  the 
century,  was  headquartered  in  Michigan. 
The  firm  was  incorporated  in  the  year 
1902  and  by  1905  had  built  a modest- 
sized sawmill  on  South  Turtle  Lake. 
Surprisingly,  the  wilderness  area 
already  had  a 1890s  industry  before  the 
arrival  of  the  logging  company,  a very 
early  fishing  resort  business  called  “The 
Divide",  owned  and  operated  by  George 
Buck. 

The  Divide  resort  was  located  at  the 
narrows  juncture  of  North  and  South 
Turtle  lakes,  about  a mile  north  of  where 
the  company  sawmill  would  be  located. 

So  isolated  was  the  area,  that  the  famous 
Bucks  Divide  Resort  had  its  own  federal 
post  office  until  the  time  Winchester 
became  firmly  established  with  the 
creation  of  the  second  large  sawmill  in 
1907.  The  new  post  office,  of  course,

In  1907, 

the  lumber  business  was  so  good  that  the 
company  built  a new,  larger  sawmill  at 
Winchester  and  converted  the  original 
small  mill  into  a shingle  factory.  At  that 
time  they  employed  over  350  men,  sawed 
15  million  board  feet  of  lumber  and  ran  a 
classy  little  short  line  railway  with  3 
locomotives. 

South  of  the  mill,  the  company  built  over 
50  homes  for  workers  to  rent,  and  set  up 
generators  that  provided  electricity  to 
the  entire  village.  A community  hall  was 
built  by  them,  and  dances,  movies  and 
other  social  events  were  held  there.  An 
elementary  school,  which  at  one  time  had 
80  pupils,  was  also  built  by  this 
progressive  company. 


The  company  store,  where  the  tokens 
were  used,  was  very  well  stocked,  and  the 
town’s  token  coinage,  unexplainably 
called  “ginsing,”  was  nicely  recycled 
back  to  the  lumber  company  coffers.  If 
an  employee  wished  to  shop  outside 
Winchester,  silver  or  paper  money  was 
available  upon  request.  The  nearest 
shopping  point  was  Fosterville,  which 
consisted  of  another  lumber  company’s 
store  and  this  did  not  offer  much  of  a 
choice  in  this  wild  and  uninhabited 
countryside. 

When  the  Turtle  Lake  Lumber  Company 
folded  the  tent  in  1926,  the  area  was 
pretty  much  logged  off  and,  as  usual,  the 
hardwoods  were  ignored,  while  the  pine 
was  cleaned  out.  The  sawmill  and  woods 
crews,  along  with  the  lumberjacks, 
moved  to  active  operations  at  Hiles  and 
Phelps,  where  a mix  of  hardwood  and 
softwood  logging  was  taking  place. 

The  Turtle  Lake  Lumber  Company  sold 
the  town  and  everything  in  it  to  the 
“Stuben  Club”  who,  in  turn,  broke  up 
and  sold  the  parcel  to  others,  and  the 
town  began  to  disappear.  Some  homes 
were  torn  down  for  lumber,  others  were 
moved  (by  rail  in  some  cases).  The  mill 
equipment  was  sold  to  the  Fish  Lumber 
Company  at  Hiles,  and  the  mill  buildings 
themselves  were  razed  to  the  ground.  One 
of  the  little  company  homes  became  a 
church;  the  town  hall,  which  had  known 
so  many  wonderful  times,  became  a 
tavern. 


Winchester  when  your  author  searched 
the  area  for  tokens  25  years  ago.  I’m 
sure  that  the  man  with  the  token  in  his 
belt  buckle  is  gone  by  now.  He  was  old 
when  I talked  to  him  so  long  ago,  and  his 
love  of  his  belt  may  have  meant  it  went  to 
the  grave  with  him.  (He  wouldn’t  even 
consider  selling  the  belt/token  to  me). 
Even  back  then,  there  was  little  of  the 
Turtle  Lake  Lumber  Company  operation 
to  see.  In  my  photo  album,  pictures 
taken  at  the  time  show  only  a slab  of 
concrete  foundation,  and  a mound  of  earth 
here  and  there...  probably  even  less 
today. 

We  have  not  returned  to  the  Turtle  Lake 
Lumber  Company  site  since  that  trip  so 
long  ago,  but  perhaps 
this  summer  we  will 
again  take  a ride 
backward  in  time 
thru  the  winding 
wilderness  roads  to 
this  “semi  ghost 
town"  of  Winchester, 

Wisconsin,  that  once 
was  so  alive  and 
robust.

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Why  the  token  coinage  (ginsing)  is  so 
rare  is  a mystery.

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Early  Banking 
in  Wisconsin 
Territory

Banking  got  off  to  a quick  start  in 
Wisconsin  Territory.  The  Bank  of 
Wisconsin  (at  Green  Bay)  had  been 
chartered  by  the  Michigan  Territorial 
Legislature  in  1835,  so  when  Michigan 
Territory  was  separated  off  in  1836, 
preparatory  to  Michigan  statehood,  the 
new  Wisconsin  Territory  already  had  one 
functioning  bank. 

Wisconsin  Territory,  incidentally, 
included  most  of  present  day  Iowa,  part  of 
present  day  Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and 
all  of  what  is  now  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 

To  serve  the  needs  of  this  territory, 
banks  began  to  spring  up,  or  at  least  to 
apply  for  charters.  At  that  time  (1836) 
there  were  three  relatively  “settled” 
areas  of  Wisconsin  - the  area  around 
Green  Bay  and  down  the  Fox  River,  the 
Milwaukee  area,  and  the  lead  mining 
region  which  was  centered  in  present  day 
southwestern  Wisconsin  and  what  is  now 
northeastern  Iowa. 

Accordingly,  an  application  was  made  by 
the  Fox  River  Hydraulic  Company  (at  De 
Pere)  to  issue  notes  to  assist  in  financing 
the  construction  of  locks  on  the  Fox 
River,  the  locks  having  already  been 
approved  by  the  legislature.  Banking 
privileges  were  granted  and  the  Bank  of 
the  Fox  River  Hydraulic  Company  began 
issuing  notes  to  circulate  in  the  Green 
Bay  area,  along  with  the  Bank  of 
Wisconsin  notes  authorized  in  1835. 


The  Mineral  Point  Bank  secured  a 
charter  and  began  issuing  notes  in  the 
mining  country  to  the  southwest.  Also 
chartered  was  the  Miner’s  Bank  of 
Dubuque,  Wisconsin  Territory. 

To  serve  the  needs  of  the  Milwaukee  area, 
The  Milwaukee  Bank  was  also  granted  a 
charter  by  the  Territorial  Legislature. 

Skullduggery  and  national  panic  were  on 
the  horizon,  however.  In  1829  Andrew 
Jackson  had  been  elected  President  and  he 
wasn’t  exactly  a fan  of  banks  or  bank- 
notes. Many  frauds  had  been  perpetrated 
on  people  back  east  and  in  other  areas  of 
the  country  by  “wildcat”  bankers  who 
set  up  in  remote  areas,  issued  currency 
and  disappeared  with  the  hard  money 
or  specie  (gold  and  silver  coins)  that 
was  supposed  to  back  the  currency. 

Here  in  Wisconsin,  however,  things  had 
been  really  starting  to  perk.  With 
settlement  on  the  rise  and  government 
land  offices  selling  land  after  treaties 
with  local  Indian  groups  conveyed  title, 
we  were  in  a boom  period  of  prosperity. 
Feeding  that  prosperity  was  the  ready 
acceptance  of  paper  currency  in  payment 
for  lands,  land  speculators  started  buying 
more  land  with  more  and  more  paper, 
driving  prices  higher  and  higher  and 
everyone  thought  we  had  a pretty  good 
thing  going. 

National  political  pressure  on  The  Bank 
of  the  United  States,  however,  and  other 
policies  opposed  to  paper  currency  in  the 
mid-1830's  began  to  cause  problems. 

For  one  thing,  on  July  11,  1836 
President  Jackson  instructed  government 
land  offices  to  stop  accepting  banknotes  in 
payment  for  land  purchases  beginning 
August  15th  of  that  year,  although  actual 


settlers  could  utilize  "“"’W’"- 
banknotes  for 
payment  until  mid- 
December.  Since 
there  really  wasn't 
enough  “hard 
money”  to  go  around 
(and  probably  never 
is  or  will  be), 
prices  started 
dropping.  This  put 
additional  pressures  on  banks  which  had 
accepted  property  for  collateral  and  even 
increased  the  size  of  their  banknote 
issues  based  on  the  value  of  land  titles 
they  were  holding  as  security  on  loans. 

A national  Depression  ensued  and 
Wisconsin  did  not  escape  the  fallout. 

In  fact,  things  got  so  bad  that  in  late 
1837  Territorial  Governor  Dodge 
proposed  a 1-year  stay  of  execution  on 
all  judgments  made  in  the  courts.  This, 
the  Governor  said,  “ would  prevent  the 
ruin  of  many  whose  property  will  be 
liable  to  sale  at  great  loss".  Debtors  had 
always  been  required  to  pay  in  specie, 
but  banknotes  were  readily  accepted... 
until  the  panic  of  1837. 

Following  this  state  of  events, 
Government  did  what  it  does  best  - it 
called  for  Federal  investigations  and  it 
investigated  at  the  local  level.  By  1838 
all  the  banks  except  the  Mineral  Point 
Bank,  which  seemed  to  be  operating  in 
the  proper  fashion,  had  their  charters 
annulled  by  the  legislature. 

Unfortunately  the  Mineral  Point  Bank 
was  involved  in  some  serious  “funny 
business”,  but  had  covered  their  tracks 
so  well  that  they  fooled  the  auditors  the 
first  time  around.  Eventually,  however, 
in  1841  the  Mineral  Point  Bank  also 


suspended  Specie  payments  (paying  off 
their  banknotes  in  gold  or  silver)  and  the 
cashier,  Samuel  Knapp,  left  town,  never 
to  be  seen  again.  It,  too,  had  its  charter 
annulled  by  the  legislature. 

It  appears  that  the  Bank  of  the  Fox  River 
Hydraulic  Company  and  the  Bank  of 
Wisconsin  were  not  so  much  involved  in 
“funny  business”  as  they  were  caught  up 
in  national  events.  I’m  told  that  the  Bank 
of  Wisconsin  paid  off  their  notes  at  about 
500  on  the  dollar.  I have  no  figures  on 
the  Fox  River  Hydraulic  enterprise,  as 
the  Haxby  reference  lists  them  as  “Fate: 
Unknown”  as  opposed  to  a “Failed” 
listing  for  the  Mineral  Point  Bank  and 
the  Bank  of  Wisconsin.  The  Milwaukee 
Bank  and  the  Miner’s  Bank  of  Dubuque 
never  issued  notes,  since  the  panic  swept 
through  before  they  really  got  underway. 

What  does  this  all  mean 
for  Collectors? 

It  means  that  we  have  a very  colorful 
territorial  period  to  study  and  5 banks  to 
collect  from  that  period.  Even  though  the 
Dubuque  and  Milwaukee  banks  didn’t 
issue  notes,  they  did  print  them  up  and 
remainders,  or  unissued  and  unsigned 
notes,  are  available  to  collectors. 

The  Mineral  Point  Bank  is  probably  the 


most  readily  available  and  it  bears  the 
scallywag  Knapp’s  signature,  as  well. 

The  Bank  of  Wisconsin  notes  are  also 
fairly  common  and  come  both  as  issued 
notes  and  as  remainders. 

I have  not  seen  Fox  River  Hydraulic  notes 
personally,  but  another  collector  and  I 
are  in  contact  and  hope  to  initiate  some 
sort  of  trade  which  will  allow  me  to 
secure  a Fox  River  note. 


These  notes  are  listed  in  Haxby  and  are 
valued  all  the  way  from  $65  to  $250, 
depending  on  variety  and  type.  Mineral 
Point  and  the  Bank  of  Wisconsin  notes 
seem  to  range  from  $30  to  $75, 
depending  on  condition  and  variety  (the 
$50  and  $100  will  cost  considerably 
more). 

The  Milwaukee  and  Dubuque  notes  are 
scarcer  and  will  probably  top  the  $200 
mark...  If  you  can  find  them.

The  Wisconsin  Valley 
Coin  Club  was  born  on 
November  1,  1955  at  the 
YMCA  building  in 
Wausau,  Wisconsin, 
where  9 men  and  a single 
woman  gathered  to  share 
the  hobby  of  coin 
collecting.  Ed  Rahn,  an 
electrician,  was 
appointed  temporary 
chairman  and  a local 
banker,  Adolph  Larson, 
was  selected  as  acting 
secretary. 

Meetings  were  set  for  the 
1st  and  3rd  Tuesday  of 
each  month  and  these 
meeting  dates  remain  the  same  to  this  day 
(41  years  later).  Dues  were  $2  for 
adults  and  $1  for  those  younger  than  18 
years  of  age. 

The  charter  membership  was  made  up  of 
21  members,  including  2 juveniles,  and 
included  the  familiar  name  of  Chet 
Krause,  listed  as  member  #16.  This 
charter  group  consisted  of  members  from 
Wausau,  Merrill,  lola,  Junction  City, 
Schofield,  Rothschild,  Wisconsin  Rapids 
and  Marathon  City. 


area  contributed  many  members  during 
the  “power  years”  of  numismatics  in  the 
Wisconsin  Valley  Coin  Club. 

Club  traditions  of  great  summer  picnics, 
which  featured  balloon  races,  shoe 
kicking  and  nail  pounding,  and  a fine  fall 
banquet,  were  shaped  at  this  time,  and 
“contests”  were  held  to  see  which 
member  could  bring  the  largest  group  of 
guests  to  the  fall  fete.  Wilbert  Schenk,  of 
Merrill,  once  brought  a whole  city 
softball  team!

During  the  peak  years,  the  club 
numbered  anywhere  from  47  to  65 
members,  residing  up  and  down  the 
Wisconsin  River  valley.  Members  from 
as  far  south  as  Nekoosa  and  as  far  north 
as  Rhinelander  made  up  the  nice  mix  of 
younger  and  older  members.

Like  most  of  the  clubs  operating  in  the 
1950  era,  the  membership  was  exposed 
to  “talks”  by  veteran  collectors,  slide 
shows  on  coins,  guest  speakers  on 
investments,  police  officers  on  security 
and,  of  course,  show  & tell.  There  were 
many  collectible  coins  in  circulation

during  this  period,  and  at  each  meeting 
members  proudly  displayed  the  finds  of 
the  last  2 weeks. 

In  retrospect,  the  club  was  a hatchery 
for  northern  Wisconsin  token  collectors. 
Club  officer,  Adolph  Larson  and  Dorothea 
Case,  the  “single”  woman  at  the  initial 
meeting,  were  both  early  token  collectors 
before  “exonumia”  became  a word  and 
token  collecting  the  vogue! 

When  the  1960s  ushered  in  the  coin  club 
exhibit  display  rage,  the  Wausau  club 
was  a hotbed  of  exhibit  activity.  Square, 
hardwood  display  cases  of  exceptional 
strength  and  quality  were  ordered  from 
Edward  Gengler  of  Milwaukee,  and 
Dorothea  Case  and  Gene  Johnson  vied  for 
the  trophy  in  the  Token  category,  while 
nice  paper  money  displays  were  set  up  by 
Ed  Rahn. 

Veteran  coin  collectors,  Conrad  Schepp 
and  James  Jackson,  opened  the  eyes  of 
many  people  in  the  southeast  part  of  the 
state,  who  thought  that  they  had  the 
corner  on  choice  coins. 

After  the  organizational  meetings, 
several  regular  meeting  places  were 
used,  including  the  YMCA,  Coca  Cola 
bottling  plant,  and  for  many  years,  the 
Marathon  County  Historical  Society.  The 
club  now  meets  at  the  Senior  Citizens 
Center  in  Wausau,  with  a core  member- 
ship of  about  25  adults,  and  is  glued 
together  by  several  former  junior 
members  who  have  returned  to  the  hobby 
of  their  youth. 


The  Wisconsin  Valley  Coin  Club  has  risen 
and  fallen  with  the  tide  of  numismatics, 
reaching  the  heights  and  surviving  the 
lows,  which  included  the  tragic  traffic 
death  of  founder-member,  Adolph 
Larson,  and  his  wife. 

The  Wisconsin  Valley  Coin  Club  hosted 
NOW  in  1971  and  is  proud  to  bring  the 
state  club  to  the  great  north  woods  again, 
looking  forward  to  hosting  NOW’S  first 
ever  fall  show.

Downtown  Milwaukee  has  been  the  site  of  many  outstanding  “middle  to  lower 
range”  conventions  for  many  years.  Because  of  a lack  of  convention  and  hotel  space, 
Milwaukee  wasn’t  able  to  get  the  larger  groups  to  come  to  Milwaukee  for  the  past  40  or 
so  years.  This  all  changed  on  February  14,  1996  when  ground  breaking  ceremonies  for 
the  new  Wisconsin  Center  took  place  under  a tent,  between  North  5th  Street  & North 
6th  Street,  just  north  of  West  Wisconsin  Avenue.  The  new  convention  center  will  have  a 
total  of  700,000  square  feet  of  gross  space  and  be  located  between  North  4th  Street  and 
North  6th  Street  and  West  Wisconsin  Avenue  and  West  Kilbourn  Avenue.  After  the 
Hyatt  Regency  and  Hilton  Hotel  add  250  rooms  each,  Milwaukee  will  have  about  9,000 
hotel  rooms  available  for  convention  business.  Milwaukee  highlights  include:  The  new 
10  million  dollar  river  walk;  a new  275  seat  Humphrey  IMAX  Theater,  opening  October, 
1997  (next  to  the  Milwaukee  Public  Museum);  the  Milwaukee  Art  Museum  adding  a 
restaurant  and  300  seat  auditorium,  opening  September  1998;  the  new  Milwaukee 
Brewer  Stadium,  opening  late  1999  - plus  many  of  the  downtown  hotels,  businesses  and 
convention  center  all  connected  by  an  enclosed  skywalk  system.  Along  with  the  great 
downtown  restaurants,  museum  / library  and  park  system;  Milwaukee  will  once  again 
be  the  great  convention  destination,  as  it  once  was  back  in  the  late  1800’s,  to  the 
1950’s.  The  following  is  a listing  of  the  Milwaukee  Convention  Centers,  from  the  old 
Exposition  Center  to  the  upcoming  new  state  of  the  art  Wisconsin  Center. 

Milwaukee  became  a major  convention  city  when  the  Milwaukee  Industrial 
Exposition  Hall  opened  in  1881.  Designed  by  Milwaukee  Architect  Edward  Townsend 
Mix,  the  building  had  a frontage  of  293  feet  on  West  State  Street  and  400  feet  between 
North  5th  Street  and  North  6th  Street.  This  was  the  first  public  structure  in  the  city  to 
have  electric  lighting.  John  Plankinton  chaired  a business  men’s  association  which 
raised  the  necessary  $200,000  to  build  this  outstanding  facility.  This  wonderful 
structure  served  the  needs  of  the  city  until  it  burned  to  the  ground  on  Sunday,  June  4, 
1905,  during  a session  of  the  American  Skat  Congress.  Number  one  shows  a Private 
Mailing  Card,  with  a 1900  view  of  this  structure.  Milwaukee  was  made  up  of  a German 
population  of  72%  in  1900.  This  number  dropped  somewhat  by  the  time  World  War  1 
began.  Milwaukee  in  1996  has  a very  diverse  ethnic  population. 

Two  years  before  the  Exposition  Hall  burned  down  the  Merchants  and 
Manufacturer’s  Association  appointed  a committee  to  look  into  building  a larger 
auditorium.  After  the  hall  burned  down,  their  work  became  even  more  vital.  It  was 
during  this  period  that  Milwaukee  was  considered  a favorite  destination  for  visitors 
and  conventions.  Mayor  Dave  Rose  was  well  known  throughout  the  Midwest  as  running 
a wide-open  town,  thus  Milwaukee  was  a favorite  destination  for  conventions  and 
visitors.  Besides  excellent  restaurants,  hotels,  shopping  and  parks  Milwaukee  had  a 
“red  light  district,”  East  of  the  river.  By  1911,  the  Socialist’s  had  closed  down  most  of 
the  red  light  district  locations  causing  a slight  decline  in  convention  business.  It  was 
the  hope  of  many  that  the  new  auditorium  would  bring  in  wholesome  family 
entertainment  such  as  concerts,  polka  festivals  and  operas.

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The  auditorium  project  started  out  by  the  appointment  of  a Milwaukee 
Auditorium  Company  Board  of  Directors.  The  Board  petitioned  the  State  for  a Charter 
to  build  the  new  auditorium.  After  receiving  the  Charter,  construction  on  the  new, 
Milwaukee  Auditorium  commenced  in  1907.  In  1908,  $10  stock  certificates  were  issued 
to  help  finance  the  auditorium  project.  Many  of  our  citizens  purchased  these 
certificates.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  no  dividend  check  has  ever  issued  for  the 
stock.  The  new  auditorium  would  be  located  on  the  site  of  the  old  Exposition  Building. 
When  built  the  new  Milwaukee  Auditorium  at  North  6th  Street  and  West  Cedar  Street 
(now  Kilbourn  Avenue)  would  be  the  best  structure  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  Its 
location  was  in  the  heart  of  the  hotel  and  business  districts.  It  was  designed  by  the  firm 
of  Ferry  & Clas.  and  when  completed  it  would  have  a total  floor  area  of  104,952  square 
feet.  The  main  hall  would  seat  8,008  and  the  auxiliary  halls  another  13,520.  The 
building  is  constructed  of  red  brick.  The  new  auditorium  was  designed  for  conventions, 
trade  expositions,  lectures  and  many  other  local,  regional  and  national  events.  The 
structure  opened  to  the  public  on  September  21,  1909.  Corner  Stone  Laying 
Ceremonies  took  place  on  August  1,  1908.  Number  two  shows  a very  rare  special 
ribbon  dated  August  1,  1908,  commemorating  this  event.  The  M.  A.  Company  stands 
for  Milwaukee  Auditorium  Company.  The  ribbon  is  beige  in  color,  made  out  of  silk,  with 
a metal  gold  colored  pin  at  the  top,  with  the  word  Milwaukee  spelled  out. 

The  Auditorium  has  been  host  to  three  Presidents  and  numerous  Presidential 
candidates  on  the  Republican,  Democratic,  Socialist,  and  Communist  tickets.  Many 
collections,  including  ours,  include  ribbons,  badges,  pins  and  other  items  from  various 
events  held  throughout  the  years,  in  the  Auditorium.  Milwaukee  artist  Carl  Von  Marr 
exhibited  a large  canvas  titled  “Flagellants,”  at  the  Chicago  Columbian  Exposition  in 
1893.  It  was  later  purchased  by  Mrs.  Emil  Schandein,  who  presented  it  to  the  city  in 
1898.  It  was  on  display  at  the  auditorium,  on  the  second  floor,  until  it  was  loaned  to  the 
Von  Marr  Museum,  in  West  Bend,  Wisconsin.  It  is  currently  on  display  there.  The 
address  of  the  auditorium  today  is  500  West  Kilbourn  Avenue.  The  auditorium  had  its 
own  Board  of  Directors  that  was  responsible  for  its  operation.  Number  three  is  a 
1920’s  post  card  showing  the  auditorium  and  other  statistics  (this  view  shows  North  5th 
Street  on  right  and  West  Cedar  Street  on  left.  Number  five,  below,  shows  a value  of 
$1,000,000  for  building  and  real  estate.  That  card  was  produced  years  before  this  card 
was  made.  Thus,  over  the  years  the  value  for  building,  real  estate  and  equipment  went 
upward.  Number  four  is  a 1910-20  post  card  showing  a front  view  of  the  auditorium. 
Number  five  is  a 1910-20  post  card  showing  the  interior  of  the  auditorium  (now  Bruce 
Hall).  It  reads:  “Arena,  225  ft.  long,  100  ft.  wide,  65  ft.  high.  Seating  capacity  10,800. 
No  pillar  or  post  within  seating  radius.  In  the  center  of  the  business  and  hotel  district. 
Value,  including  real  estate  $1,000,000.  Interior  of  the  Auditorium,  Milwaukee.” 

Number  six  is  a post  card  view  of  the  auditorium  and  arena.  The  arena  was 
built  in  about  1950.  As  you  can  see  it  connects  the  auditorium,  on  what  once  was  North 
5th  Street.  In  about  1974,  the  Auditorium  Board  of  Directors  merged  with  the  Arena 
Board  of  Directors.  Both  the  arena  and  auditorium  are  currently  run  by  the  Wisconsin 
Center  Board  (formerly  MECCA  (Milwaukee  Exposition  Convention  Center  & Arena). 
The  arena  helped  to  fill  the  void  for  lack  of  convention  space  in  Milwaukee  and  became 
the  home  to  several  sports  teams. 


The  American  Bowling  Congress  (ABC)  Headquarters  is  located  on  South  76th 
Street,  across  from  Southridge.  They  are  considering  Milwaukee,  along  with  about  six 
other  cities  for  a new  headquarters.  If  Milwaukee  is  selected,  the  arena  will  be 
converted  into  bowling  lanes  for  their  annual  tournament.  A new  ABC  Headquarters 
probably  would  be  built  in  the  downtown  area.  The  Bradley  Center  is  located  directly 
behind  the  arena  on  North  4th  Street  & West  State  Street.  It  is  the  new  venue  for 
sporting  events,  concerts  and  other  local  to  national  events.  The  Bradley  Center  was 
built  about  five  years  ago  and  was  donated  to  the  city  by  Jane  (Bradley)  & Lloyd 
Pettit.  The  Greater  Milwaukee  Convention  & Visitors  Bureau  (GMC&VB)  is  located  at 
500  West  Kilboum  Avenue,  occupying  the  southeast  portion  of  the  auditorium. 

The  Wisconsin  Center  (formerly  MECCA),  includes  the  convention  center  located 
directly  across  from  the  auditorium  and  arena.  Built  in  1974,  it  borders  North  4th 
Street  & North  6th  Street  and  West  Kilbourn  Avenue  & West  Wells  Street.  It  consists 
of  an  upper  level  and  lower  level.  The  lower  level  has  an  East  and  West  Exhibition  Hall 
with  a much  larger  Grand  Hall  in  the  center.  Sliding  walls  can  be  either  opened  or 
closed  so  three  different  conventions  can  be  run  at  the  same  time.  The  upper  area 
consists  of  a cocktail  area  in  the  center  and  an  East  and  West  Octagon  Room.  Other 
meeting  rooms  surround  two  sides  and  the  back  of  the  octagon  rooms.  Another  large 
meeting  room  is  located  in  the  southeast  portion  of  the  upper  level.  The  convenience  of 
the  back  enclosed  loading  area  makes  this  a great  venue  for  conventions. 

The  construction  for  the  new  ‘Wisconsin  Center”  is  on  schedule.  The  portion 
between  West  Wells  Street  & West  Wisconsin  Avenue  and  North  4th  Street  & North 
6th  Street  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  July,  1998.  When  this  new  Wisconsin  Center 
opens,  the  old  convention  center  across  from  the  auditorium  and  arena  will  be 
demolished.  Construction  will  then  commence  on  the  rest  of  the  Wisconsin  Center, 
which  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  July,  2000.  Both  buildings  will  be  merged  together 
over  West  Wells  Street,  which  will  run  under  the  convention  center.  When  completed, 
Milwaukee  will  be  a very  attractive  convention  city  with  the  facilities  and  hotel  rooms 
to  handle  the  traffic.  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  has  scheduled  shows  in 
Milwaukee  for  1998  and  1999.  The  1998  CSNS  show  is  scheduled  for  April  23  (PNG 
Day),  24th  - 26th  and  will  be  in  the  old  convention  center,  located  across  from  the 
auditorium  and  arena.  The  1999  CSNS  show  is  scheduled  for  April  22  (PNG  Day),  23rd 
- 25th  and  will  be  in  the  new  convention  center.  PLEASE  NOTE,  the  post  cards  are 
3/4  size  and  the  ribbon  is  full  size.  A ^ j
